KNOW of no more baneful quali­ 
ty of human nature than jealousy. 
Said Elbert Hubbard: “In jealousy 
we think only of the worst in living. 
It is a blasting, withering hate to­ 
wards that which we love best. It 
corrodes the heart and makes the 
man hate himself.” 
We have an example, in huge 
proportion, in 
the present wars 
about the world. Jealousy is the one 
thing that instigates war. It has 
more wrecks to its record than any 
other force in life. 
There is absolutely no justification 
for jealousy at any time or in any 
place. It withers everything that it 
touches. There is no possible cause 
sufficient to excuse its terrible ends. 
Nearly always its origin is in some 
suspicion. And usually that suspicion 
is groundless. 
In all literature there is no ex­ 
ample of jealousy so striking in its 
power of evil as that of Othello, in 
the play by Shakespeare. 
Othello 
sincerely loved the beautiful Des- 
demona, but groundless suspicion so 
enraged him that his jealousy over­ 
powered him and brought about its 
resulting tragedy. 
It takes something brave and 
heroic to overcome this apparently 
inherent element in our nature, but 
it can be overcome—and it is, all 
through the lives of us all. 
At the bottom of jealousy, per­ 
haps, is the fact that we become 
dissatisfied with ourselves and want 
to be someone else, or wish to have 
something that someone else may 
have. Self-pity may also have much 
to do with jealousy. Stripped of 
everything, jealousy remains a dire 
tragedy of the heart. A tolerant love 
and understanding alone lies at the 
base as its cure. 
Especially, why should we be jeal­ 
ous of anyone—of anyone’s suc­ 
cess, or happiness? Why should we 
not be glad that there are those 
who can be happy and who can live 
out a generous, unselfish existence? 
By fixing our mind upon the good 
in people, overlooking their faults, 
or defeats, we learn one of the 
secrets of a happy, peaceful philoso­ 
phy of life.

LOSSES FROM CASUALTIES,

To be deductible, a loss arising 
J from “fires, storms, shipwrecks, or 
I other casualty" need not be con- 
i nected w ith the taxpayer s trade or 
j business. If his home or his auto- 
; mobile is destroyed by fire, or his 
i summer bungalow damaged by flood 
! or storm, he may claim a deduction 
for the loss sustained. 
Loss of property by theft or bur- 
! glary is an allowable deduction, and 
I need not be incurred in trade or 
business.
